TOWN  WARRANT 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Moultonboro,  in 
the  County  of  Carroll,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Town  on  Tuesday,  the  9th.  day  of  March,  1937, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote,  a  Treasurer, 
Clerk,  Tax  Collector,  one  or  more  not  exceeding  three 
Highway  Agents,  two  Auditors,  one  Selectman  for 
three  years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  one 
Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  and  such  other 
Officers  and  Agents  as  the  voters  may  deem  necessary, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Salaries  and 
Expenses  of  same. 

2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
for  County  Tax. 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
for  State  Tax. 
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4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  to  repair  Highways  and  Bridges  in 
said  Town. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  construction  of  a 
road  beginning  on  the  main  road  on  Moultonboro  Neck 
at  the  westerly  corner  of  land  belonging  to  Christy 
Eglit  to  Lake  Winnipesaukee. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  general  Highway  expense. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  right  of 
way  across  the  land  of  Ralph  0.  Brown  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  to  repair  and  maintain  same.

H.  Public  Library  Commission.  This  is  the  1932  edi- 
tion, and  sold  when  new  for  $120.00,  but  came  to  us  as 
a  gift  from  the  City  Library,  Manchester,  N.  H.  As 
you  will  note  above,  we  have  also  received  24  other 
books  as  gifts  from  friends.

The  Librarian  spent  one  week  in  July  attending  the 
Summer  Library  School  at  New  Hampton.  This  was 
part  of  a  two  week's  course  conducted  by  the  N.  H. 
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Library  Commission  with  instructors  from  Massachu- 
setts, Vermont,  and  New  Hampshire.  The  subjects 
studied  were  reference  work,  book  selection,  catalog- 
ing, library  management,  and  book  repairing. 

Two  of  the  Library  Trustees  accompanied  the  Libra- 
rian to  the  Neighborhood  Library  Meeting  at  Wolfe- 
boro  on  September  16.  In  the  morning  besides  the 
business  meeting,  Miss  Dorothy  Annable  from  the  N. 
H.  Public  Library  Commission  spoke  on  "Publicity  in 
the  Public  Library,"  and  there  was  a  roll  call  discus- 
sion on  "My  Greatest  Problem."  In  the  afternoon,  Dr. 
George  F.  Bowerman,  Librarian  of  the  Washington, 
D.  C.  Public  Library,  spoke  on  "The  Censonship  of 
Books;"  and  Miss  Thelma  Brackett,  State  Librarian, 
spoke  of  "The  Service  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library." 

Observance  of  National  Book  Week  in  November 
centered  around  a  reading  contest  among  the  school 
children,  grades  4  to  8,  inclusive.  The  contest  began  on 
October  20  and  ended  Nevember  20.  From  a  selected 
graded  list,  a  total  of  169  books  were  read  by  46  child- 
ren during  the  period. 

Another  feature  of  Book  Week  was  the  display  in 
the  Library  of  posters  and  scenes  from  books  made  by 
the  school  children.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board: 

The  following  report,  my  first  as  your  Superinten- 
dent, covers  nearly  a  full  year,  as  I  began  my  work 
shortly  after  the  death  of  your  former  superintendent, 
Mr.  Fred  W.  Dudley,  in  March,  1936. 

The  change  involved  no  disturbance  in  school  con- 
ditions for  the  balance  of  the  school  year,  but  several 
changes  in  the  teaching  force  took  place  following  the 
close  of  school  in  June.  Miss  Marion  E.  Hersey  was 
elected  to  the  position  of  primary  teacher  in  the  Village 
school,  replacing  Miss  Virginia  Stickney.  Mrs.  Clara 
Perkins  was  elected  to  the  Green's  Corner  School,  re- 
placing Mrs.  Valma  Morrill.  The  school  at  Lower  Neck 
was  closed,  and  the  middle  Neck  school  opened,  as  be- 
ing a  more  convenient  location  for  service  to  the  child- 
ren of  the  district,  Mr.  Carroll  Abbott  remaining  in 
charge.  Miss  Virginia  Hough  was  elected  as  music 
teacher,  replacing  Mrs.  Marjorie  Hatch. 

There  are  ninety-four  children  enrolled  in  the  four 
school  buildings  of  the  district,  while  a  number  of 
others  are  attending  school  in  Center  Harbor,  where 
their  tuition  is  paid  by  the  Town. 

A  valuable  contribution  to  the  good  health  and  plea- 
sure of  the  children  was  made  by  the  installation  of 
swings  in  the  playgrounds  of  the  Village,  Ambrose  and 
Green's  Corner  schools.

The  health  of  the  children  of  Moultonboro  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  the  children  of  the  other  towns 
covered  by  your  school  nurse.

As  is  usual  the  number  of  pupils  needing  the  care  of 
the  dentist  presents  the  greatest  health  problem  but 
not  necessarily  the  most  expensive  one. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Dr.  Pottle  of 
Meredith  to  care  for  the  teeth  of  the  Moultonboro 
children.  One  day  each  week,  the  price  of  all  dental 
work  on  children  of  school  age  has  been  reduced  to 
clinic  prices.  An  arrangement  of  this  sort  gives  par- 
ents more  opportunity  to  plan  for  the  extra  expense. 
It  may  be  arranged  so  all  the  children  of  one  famiiy 
need  not  be  done  all  at  one  time.  The  opportunity  to  get 
work  at  clinic  prices  by  the  local  dentist  who  serves 
so  many  of  the  Moultonboro  people,  seems  very  fortu- 
nate. It  is  hoped  this  may  be  a  permanent  arrangement 
as  it  is  much  more  convenient  for  the  dentist  to  work 
in  his  own  office. 


TOWN  OF  MOULTONBORO 


Three  children  were  operated  on  in  Wolf  eboro  Hospi- 
tal last  June.  One  pupil  was  fitted  with  glasses.  The 
Red  Cross  made  possible  part  of  this  work. 

At  present  funds  are  needed  to  help  with  the  ex- 
penses of  the  dental  clinic. 

Much  of  the  facilities  set  up  for  the  caring  of  child- 
ren during  the  depression  are  gradually  being  elimin- 
ated. Cod  Liver  Oil  is  no  longer  given  us  to  distribute. 
Neither  is  Federal  money  available  for  corrective 
work.  These  public  funds  have  shown  the  way  and 
served  their  purpose. 

With  the  economic  depression  receding  into  the 
past  it  is  more  and  more  the  responsibility  of  the  home 
and  community  to  provide  corrective  facilities  for 
handicapped  children. 

Some  towns  vote  a  definite  amount  of  money  for 
health  purposes  and  corrections  are  paid  for  out  of  this 
fund. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  work  in  a  community  where 
so  much  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  welfare  of  all 
children.
